Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller and

Rockefeller said he had re- 
emphasized he would not be 
Nixon’s running mate as vice 
presidential candidate and that 
Nixon respected his stand. 

Of the platform agreements, 
the Governor asserted: 

“These constitute the basic 
positions for which I have been 
fighting.” 

“If,” he added, “‘they are em- 
bodied in the Republican plat- 
form as adopted by the conven- 
tion, they will constitute a plat- 
form that I can support with 
pride and vigor.” 

In a move to smooth over dif- 
ferences with the national con- 
vention in Chicago only two days 
away, Nixon flew from Washing-

A proposal to consolidate tax 
assessment and collection offices 
in St. Louis county and place 
them under an elected director 
of revenue will remain on the 
ballot in the Aug. 2 primary 
elections, Circuit Judge John J.

In seeking an injunction to

had argued that since Aug. 2 is 
the primary election day, a spe- 
cial election on the tax collection 
question could not be held then. 

Judge Kelly denied the injunc- 
tion, holding that ‘‘the distinctive 
nature of the special election” 
was not changed by the fact that 
it was set for the same day as 
the primary. 

The Citizens Committee for 
Charter Revision, headed by. 
Mrs. Peter J. Wulfing and Henry 
J. Deeken, filed petitions this 
week calling for a vote at the 
general election Nov. 8 for 
different kind of reform. That 
group seeks to have the direc- 
tor of revenue appointed by the 
County Supervisor, with his em- 
ployes under the merit system. 

Both plans—the one to be sub- 
mitted at the primary by the 
county council and the one by 
the citizens’ group, to be voted 
upon at the general election— 
would consolidate the present 
work at the county assessor and 
collector, and the tax extension 
functions of the county clerk, in 
the new Department of Revenue. 

The offices of assessor and col- 
lector would be eliminated by 
both, but the clerk would be 
retained since he has other duties 
that would not be changed. 

A county charter provision cit- 
ed in the petition for an injunc- 
tion against the Aug. 2 submis- 
sion states that such a question 
can be voted upon only at a 
general election or a_ special 
election. 

Mrs. Wulfing and Deeken are 
campaigning against the coun- 
cil’s proposal.

Agencies on Their Own 


Obviously the Community Fund 
fs adding needlessly to the costs 
of remedial charity by its short- 
sighted course in cutting adrift 
four agencies whose function is to 
lessen the number of persons re- 
Quiring emergency care—volunteer 
groups training men and women 
and youngsters to make their own 
way and grow in the process. 

My close acquaintance is with the 
Adult Education Council, which has 
sponsored the high school equiva- 
lence program (by which many 
young people are helped to fit 
themselves for job promotion) and 
now has set up classes in reading 
and writing for the rather numer- 
ous body of illiterates coming into 
the metropolitan area. 


One of these classes now is under 
way in the International Institute, 
-a second exile from the Communi- 
ty Fund. Other classes there deal 
with the needs of newcomers to 
America, language, American his- 
tory and preparation for naturali- 
zation. The People’s Art Center, 
: set up in a congested section of the 
city, gives purpose and meaning to 
many lives—last year more than 
' 1800 children from 60 public, paro- 
' chial and private schools shared in 
‘ this program. 

It is strange that the Community 
Fund did not recognize this fourth 
' agency, the Volunteer Film Associa- 
' tion as performing valuable thera- 
; py.. Involved here are 300 devoted 
- meh and women who show a stock 

of movies to shut-ins—reaching 60,- 
000 invalids in homes and 90 insti- 
tutions. 

St. Louisans in past years sup- 
ported these four agencies through 
gifts passed on from the Community 
Fund. But this year they are on 

' their own, with nothing to be shared 
from ‘the Fund. It is to be hoped 
that direct contributions to the new 
Spirit of St. Louis Fund will meet

Saving for What?

Meanwhile at home, we 
urgently need help for our farmers, 
our aged, our young, ourselves.

As the number of our older people in- 
credses, we are bound to hear increasingly 
about them. For example, the bill introduced 
by Senator McNamara and 10 of his col- 
leagues to set up a United States Office of 
Aging within the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare. 


This is not a brand new idea. Since Helen 
Gahagan Douglas in 1950 proposed the estab~- 
lishment of a select committee to study the 
problems of older people, no less than 49 
bills have been introduced for the creation 
of a Bureau of Older Persons and substan- 
tially similar agencies under slightly dis- 
similar names. Out of the first National Con- 
ference on Aging, called by President Tru- 


man in 1950, actually came the Federal. 


Council on Aging, an interdepartmental or- 
ganization which admittedly has had no great 
impact. Hence the proposal for a new agency 
with the following objectives: 


An adequate income; the best possible 
physical and mental health; suitable housing, 
independently selected; full restorative serv- 
ices for those who require institutional care; 
opportunity for employment with no discrim- 
ination because of age; retirement in health, 
honor and dignity; pursuit of meaningful 
activity; efficient community services when 
needed; immediate benefits from proven re- 
search knowledge; and freedom, independ- 
ence and the free exercise of individual 
initiative. 


These are the elements of an ideal old age. 
But would a new agency—-even one em- 
powered to make substantial grants to the 
states and to private institutions—contribute 
substantially to their realization? In spite of 
the work done by agencies like the Children’s 
Bureau in their fields, we doubt it. 


Employment of older people is largely up 
to imaginative employers who recognize that 
capabilities do not automatically vanish on 
a man’s sixty-fifth birthday. They will de- 
pend, too, on a growth of the national econ- 
omy sufficient to absorb both labor-eliminat- 
ing automation and the available labor force. 


The more personal satisfactions of old age 
always will depend on personal resources— 
on education, on an intelligent interest in 
what is going on in the world, on the cultiva- 
tion of the arts, to say nothing of more in- 
timate interests. No bureau can decree a 
full and rich life for any individual. He 
makes the choice—and usually before he is 
very old—between TV or solitaire and more 
stimulating leisure. 


So we hope Congress will take more in- 
terest in Senator McNamara’s health insur- 
ance bill than in his Office of the Aging. 
Given an adequate income, fair housing and 
protection against pauperizing medical. ex- 
penses, the later years should be especially 
private—free from many of the demands of 
society, open for the cultivation of personal 
satisfactions. 


Reasonable Speed 


One of the problems in public school inte- 
gration is what the Supreme Court meant 
in 1955 when it called for “all deliberate 
speed.” And one answer comes from a 2-to-l 
decision by the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals in Philadelphia, ordering Dela- 
ware to begin full integration in the fall of 
1961. 


With this order the court struck down a 
plan that Delaware put into effect last Sep- 
tember for desegregating one grade each 
year. Actually, about 36,000 of Delaware’s 
77,000 public school pupils already attend 
integrated schools, but these are chiefly in 
the Wilmington area. Rural Delaware con- 
siders itself Southern. The Court of Appeals 
obviously does not consider it so Southern 
as to countenance 12 more years of gradual 


integration. 


In all such cases the question for the 
courts is how to fit legal necessity with prac- 
tical reality. The Court of Appeals in New 
Orleans recently ordered Orleans parish pub- 
lic schools to integrate in the manner denied 
Delaware—one grade at a time. In the Deep 
South, that may be deliberate speed. A fed- 
eral district judge has ordered Atlanta to 
produce a plan for a “prompt start” of inte- 
gration by Dec. 1. A district judge in Dallas 
has upheld a local plan for voluntary integra- 
tion of some schools while maintaining segre- 
gation in others. This plan will be challenged 
by those who doubt it satisfies the Supreme 
Court’s notion of what is reasonable. 


Reasonable speed in one place might be 
unreasonable speed in another and plain 
evasion somewhere else. But for Delaware, 
reasonable speed means next year after six 
years of shilly-shallying. 


Search for No. Two 


Speculation on a running mate for the Re- 
publican presidential nominee, expected to 
be Vice President Nixon, underlines the fact 
that there really is only one person who 
meets all the requirements—Gov. Rocke- 
feller of New York. But he insists he will 
not accept the assignment. So Mr. Nixon is 
putting out word that three others are under 
consideration—Henry Cabot Lodge, United 
States ambassador to the United Nations; 
Senator Thruston Morton of Kentucky, chair- 
man of the Republican National Committee, 
and Fred Seaton, Secretary of the Interior. 


Each of these men has certain drawbacks, 
politically speaking. It is said that Mr. Lodge 
is being favored because he would add 
strength to the ticket on foreign relations 
issues. But Mr. Lodge is only a mouthpiece 
for policy made in Washington, and he was 
defeated for the Senate in 1952 by Senator 
Kennedy, the Democratic presidential nom- 
inee. Senator Morton, a Yale graduate who 
has served in the State Department, has been 
an able chairman. He does not have any wide 
political following outside of Kentucky, how- 
ever. Mr. Seaton has been cultivating the 
western states for several years but his Gov- 
ernment service has been by appointment; 
he is not experienced in running for election. 


Any one of these three men would be an 
acceptable candidate if ability were the only 
consideration, but none would bring large 
aGditional blocks Gf votes to the party. It 
might be expected that the remaining mem- 
bers of the Taft wing of the party, who dis- 
like Mr. Lodge because of his key role in 
the Eisenhower nomination in 1952, would 
support a candidate like House Minority 
Leader Halleck of Indiana. Some of the dark 
horses mentioned earlier in the year’ have 
been discarded by the experts for a variety 
of reasons—Secretary of Labor Mitchell, Sen- 
ator Goldwater of Arizona, Treasury Secre- 
tary Robert Anderson, Senator Scott of Penn- 
sylvania,. Senator Keating of New York, 


Representative Ford of Michigan and Charles 
Percy, Republican Platform Committee Chair- 
man. | : 

The selection of a vice-presidential candi- 
date is the main matter of interest at next 
week’s Republican convention in Chicago, 


but in truth Mr. Nixon’s running mate will . 


be of lesser importance than he might be 
under different circumstances. Mr. Nixon is 
so well known that voters are likely to cast 
their ballots for him or against him, without 
too much regard for the occupant of second 
place on the ticket. 


Whose Enterprise? 


Should electric utilities be allowed to pass 
on to their customers the uneconomical costs 
of constructing and operating atomic power 
plants? 

The inevitable question has finally been 
raised before a regulatory agency. New York 
City’s Housing Authority is objecting to the 
“temporary” rate increase which the State 
Public Service Commission granted in Jan- 
uary to Consolidated Edison Co. It charges 
that the atomic power plant the company 
is building at Indian Point is one of the fac- 
tors causing the rate increase and is an “im- 
provident investment.” 


Indian Point is costing so much more than 
a conventional power plant to build that its 
original estimated cost of $55,000,000 has 
swollen to more than $100,000,000. Consoli- 
dated Edison has borne the entire expense. 
If it is permitted to place all this cost in its 
rate base the effect will be to double or 
more than double the price of electricity to 
its customers so far as that part of the rate 
base is concerned. : 

Electricity produced at the Indian Point 
plant is estimated to cost 13 mills a kilowatt- 
hour, compared with 9 mills, itself a rather 
Kigh figure, at a conventional power plant 
Consolidated Edison is building. Must the 
company’s customers absorb the uneconomi- 
cal 4 mills difference and even pay the com- 
pany its allowed rate of return on it? 


These are questions that are going to have 
to be answered eventually on behalf of mil- 
lions of customers all over the country. 
Whichever way the answer goes, it is bound 
to make multi-million-dollar differences in 
Americans’ power bills. 

Whether Indian Point and other atomic 
power plants built by private power com- 
panies are “improvident investments” de- 
pends largely on the point of view. The 
company is getting in on the ground floor 
on a new method of power production which 
may have a great deal to do with its earnings 
in the future; it may very well consider the 
investment quite provident, perhaps even a 
vital necessity as a hedge against coming 
obsolescence. 

But the company’s customers have nothing 
to gain from the substitution of higher-cost 
atomic power for lower-cost power generated 
by the combustion of coal or gas or by. the 
force of falling water. Should they be called 
upon to finance what might be regarded as 
a speculative development? 


The New York Public Service Commission's 
decision on the Housing Authority objection 
will provide a precedent in this so far un- 
precedented situation, and we can only hope 
it will prove a good and useful one. 


Senator Monroney’s Effort 


Friends of Gov. Stevenson should be well 
pleased with the efforts in his behalf made 
by Senator Monroney of Oklahoma. For three 
weeks the Senator labored mightily to or- 
ganize Stevenson support and persuade the 
convention to accept the former Illinois gov- 
ernor. Mr. Monroney is one of the best-liked 
men in the Senate, and what he did was done 
reasonably and intelligently. He used no 
threats and left no ill will. That is the way 
it should be. 


Carnahan in the Eighth 


Democratic voters in Missouri’s Eighth 
Congressional District, which includes Jef- 
ferson county, have the opportunity of per- 
forming a patriotic service by renominating 
Representative A. S. J. Carnahan, who has 
served creditably in Congress for nearly 14 
years. Mr. Carnahan is engaged in a tough 
primary battle with Richard Ichord, the 
young and able speaker of the Missouri House 
of Representatives. There is much to rec- 
ommend Mr. Ichord, but there is one over- 
riding reason why Mr. Carnahan should be 
returned to Washington. 

That reason is Mr. Carnahan’s advocacy of 
the foreign aid program. For several years 
he has taken a position that could win him 
few votes in his district, where local eco- 
nomic issues are important. Whether Eighth 
District voters recognize it or not, Mr. Carna- 
han has become nationally known for his 
enlightened views on economic assistance to 
underdeveloped countries. 

Mr. Carnahan is the second-ranking mem- 
ber of the House Foreign Affairs Committee. 
On several occasions, in company with Rep- 
resentative Chester E. Merrow, a New Hamp- 
shire Republican, he toured the United States 
holding hearings at which citizens were in- 
vited to discuss foreign aid. The Carnahan- 
Merrow team was held up as an example of 
bipartisan support of an enlightened foreign 
policy. 

Regardless of what the local issues in the 
district may be, a defeat for Mr. Carnahan 
would deprive the friends of foreign aid of 
a stanch supporter. And the voters should 
remember, too, that Mr. Carnahan is only 
one step away from the chairmanship of the 
important Foreign Affairs Committee. He 
should be renominated.

The police seem to insist on making them- 
selves ridiculous by their continuing arrests 
of dancers on DeBaliviere avenue after fail- 
ing to establish in court that these acts are 
obscene.

The Belgians, on the other hand, 
want to salvage what they can of their 
investments while assuring white citi- 
zens protection if they choose to re- 
main. 

The U.N. may find Congolese poli- 
ticians assuming that the intervening 
force is in the Congo only to kick out 
the Belgians and strengthen the hand 
of Patrice Lumumba’s central govern- 
ment.

If Katanga decided to go it alone, 
it would be a blow to the economy of 
the whole Congo because Katanga is 
by far the richest province in the re- 
public. But if this happens most ob- 
servers agree it is not the job of the 
U.N. to interfere. 

The very nature of the debacle which 
has followed independence indicates 
that as a political organization the 
Congo is a’ jerry-built structure of 
paper agreements, with no basic unity. 
Certainly this unity cannot be achieved 
by the U.N. troops. 

But it may be difficult for the U.N.’s 
African warriors to understand this, 
inasmuch as they have been drawn 
from surrounding nations that have 
themselves long dreamed of reshaping 
the map of Africa. 


THE BIBLE WORD BOOK, by Ronald 
Bridges and Luther A. Weigle. (Nel- 
son, 422 pgs., $5.) 

This book is a must for amateur 
etymologists and Bible students. It 
contains 826 articles on words in the 
King James version of the Bible that 
don’t mean what they seem to mean. 

The meanings of most of them have 
been changed by English usage but in 
a few cases a word from one of the 
most familiar Biblical quotations will 
demonstrate that the King James 
scholars were sometimes better poets 
than translators. 

In the spirited description of the 
war-horse in Job, for instance, ‘‘He 
saith among the trumpets, Ha, Ha; 
and smelleth the battle from afar off,” 
the “‘Ha, Ha” is a rendering of the 
Hebrew “he’ah,” Greek ‘“‘oua,”’ Latin 
“yah,” that modern scholars think is 
closer to English ‘‘aha,” still an in- 
teresting observation for a horse to 
make.
